2. In the movies, CIA has been most recently highlighted in “John 
Goldfarb, Please Come Home,” although newspaper ais for the film (the 
showing of which was held up until sens a few days ago because of 2 
court sult by Notre Dame University) do not mention the Agency. 


3. This sorning’s Biddle Gallaher show on WIOP radio reported that 
Doris Day's next movie would have a short walk on part for former bhite
